In case any of you are longing for a single statement of what the Sabian work “is”, 
probably the closest Marc Jones ever came to providing it was in 1927 when he spelled it 
out in his Field Note 49. This was the year when he ended his classes at the Divine 
Science Fellowship, and in which he discovered the Magic Squares of ibn Gabirol. 

The Biography of Marc Jones (p.44), “Correlation is the study of what happens 
when some of This is combined with some of That. The word “correlate” means “to 
place in or bring into mutual or reciprocal relation; establish an orderly connection.“ 

My suggestion is to take it easy in studying this patterning. This is an audacious 
exercise in putting words to the complexity of existence, suggesting it is meaningful, 
rather than chaotic, attempting to articulate the various levels of experiencing life. Notice 
the words in small print under the words in capital letters. These are a way of defining the 
terms in capitals. They can be helpful clues.

Stated in reverse, if there were no 
one to do the experiencing, what would it matter that time, space and the diffierentiations 
of our world exist? Then the issue becomes freedom from sensory data in order to 
develop meanings or, stated in a more friendly way, learning how to use life experiences 
in order to develop and maintain workable meanings.
